EDWIN ALLAN HODGSON 

Edwin Allan Hodgson was a native 
of England, born in Manchester on 
February 28th, 18S4. While he was 
still a child his parents removed from 
England to Canada and settled at 
Peterboro. Here Mr. Hodgson grew 
up to young manhood, enjoying the 
advantages of excellent schools, pur¬ 
suing his studies as far as the second 
year of a college course. When he 
had reached this half way in his 
studies, the death of his father com¬ 
pelled a change in the plans he had 
hoped to carry out in a professional 
career, and to seek immediate means 
of support. 

His personal tastes inclined him to 
the printing art, and the impediment 
of deafness, the result of an attack 
of cerebro-spinal meningitis in 1872, 
determined him to turn to typography
